LOOKS BAD TO US. 

Just to defend ourselves from the criticisms of a few who think we have 
no right to criticise the acts of public officials, or to even intimate about the 
loose and reckless manner in which our county affairs have been run for a num- 
ber of years, we want to mention one of the late contracts let by the Fiscal 
Court before retiring on January 1st. It paid $2,300 for the making of the two 
streets on the sides of the Courthouse, the said streets containing 2,400 square 
yards. We ask you to examine these streets and compare them with the other 
streets of the city. All the streets in Paris were put into the excel- 
lent condition they are now in at a cost in round numbers of $7,000. This means 
Pleasant, High, the cross streets, and Main from Tenth to the Clintonville pike. 

The model street of Kentucky is the street entering the Association Race 
track at Lexington, it is so acknowledged by everyone. It is composed of 
twelve inches of stone put in three layers, each layer being rolled, and is fin- 
ished with screenings. This model street cost the city of Lexington 65 cents 
per square yard. The Home Construction Co., which made this street referred 
to, rebuilded the Maysville pike in Fayette county for $2,500 per mile, or 21 £ 
cents par square yard and oiled it. 

Now you people who think the press has no business in speaking of this 
matter, just look over the above figures, then take a look at the streets on 
Broadway and Bank Row that cost the county $2,300. After you do this we 
would like to know if you think the old Fiscal Court did business in a business- 
like manner, and if you don’t believe the tax payers should be told how* their 
money has been wasted in the county for years.
